Changed Conditions in China.

proportionately is much greater than in 
plece goods of the different grades. From 
this, the consul concludes that the high - 
price of cotton tn the United States and | 
abroad generally last year resulted in the | 
decrease of American cotton exports to 
“The practical meaning 
of the matter is simply that when for- 
eign-made cottog goods get too dear the 
Chinese peasant busy cotton yarn and 
weaves his own common fabrics for 
shirts, tunities, bed clothes and the many 
purposes for which such grades of cot- 
ton goods are used. 

Making Their Own Coarse Goods. 

But the increase In the importations of 
cotton yarn tells only part of the story. 
Practicaily all of the cotton manufac- 
tures of China run to yarns, and the rea- 
son is the Chinese consumer finds !t 
cheaper to weave his own cloth from the 
manufactured yarn than it {s to buy the 
cloth from the foreigner. According to 
the statistics of the secretary of the im- 
perial maritime customs, cotton yarn in 


1872 formed 6 per cent of the total of all | 
in 1882 it was 20 per | 


cottons imported; 
cent; in 1892 it was 42 per cent; and in 
1902, in spite of the fact that local cot- 
ton mills in almost every part of China 
are turning out immense quantities of 


cotton yarn, the percentage of import of 


cotton yarn to the total of cotton im- 


‘ports had risen to 52. Bince then there 
/has been a continuous increase fn the 


same way. 


The loss of trade shown by these figures | 


has been felt by all nations except Japan. 
The increased importation of drill cloths, 
sheetings, T cloths, cotton flannel and 
other cotton cloths from Japan was 
marked and still continues. Japan's 
trade with China In cotton yarns also 
increased, 1903 showing 110,854,100 
pounds as against 66,321,300 pounds in 
1902. 

China Can Grow Much Cotton. 

Mr. Anderson says that the’ possibilities 
of cotton production’ in China are 
enormous. For many years the staple has 
been produced in the empire at points 
covering nearly half of its immense ter- 
ritory. Much of this land is not suitable 
to cotton raising, but the amount that 
is suitable, between hills, where the sol! 
Is constantly being rehabilitated, and in 
the river plains, where more intelligent 
cultivation would bring soll of great fer- 
tility into use, is certainly sufficient to 
supply the needs of China and permit 
of the raising of much for export. At the 
present time, and perhaps for a long 
time in the future, the empire cannot, 
however, afford to raise cotton on most 
of thie land, as it is required for the 
production of food to support the im- 
mense population covering it. “Imported 
food is more costly than imported cot- 
ton. So long as this continues to be the 
case China will, of course, buy a great 
deal of cotton. If it can be had cheaply 
in the sbape of a finished product, it 
will be bought fn that shape. If !{t can- 
not be had cheaply, it will be bought in 
the shape of yarn and the rough hand 
looms of the natives will do the rest. 
No Estimate of Amount Possibie. 

As a matter of fact, there {s a vast 
amount of cotton Which never leaves the 
district in which it is produced. It is 
grown, gathered, ginned, spun, dyed, 
woven and worn by the people. It gets 
into no trade reports; it is no part of 


|the statistics of the government. It ts 
| doubtful if even an intelligent estimate 
‘of the amount of cotton used in Chine 


| 


can be made. Local cotton fields are sup- 
plying local cotton yarn factories with 
70 per cent of their raw material, the 
remainder coming from India. Of this 
Chinese cotton, Mr. Anderson says: 
“Generally speaking it is of low grade 
and probably will never be suitable for 
high grade goods even under the most 
intelligent manipulation. The plants are 
stunted in appearance, seem to lack vi- 
gor, and the bolis are comparatively 
smal] witk short and uneven fibers. The

That is the conditidn as big and un- 
deniable as a mountain; theories and 
excuses and digressions are futile.

not concern itself with a controversy 
over the best methods of repairing thy 
asphalt, whether it should be resur- 
faced or whether the city, the street 
car company, the street committee, or 
the residents, are responsible for fail- 
ure to fill in the innumerable holes. 

It will simply be shown the jury 
that for months the press of the city 
stressed with all its power the urgent 
necessity for action, even going to the 
extreme of demanding danger signals 
for the many dangerous breaks; that 
the hazard was plainly apparent so 
that the city authorities could not pos- 
sibly have been ignorant of its exist- 
ence and degree; that the city, culpa- 
bly, failed to remove the danger. 
Those are the only facts of which the 
law will take cognizance in this or 
any other suit likely to arise out of 
the Peachtree pitfalls. 

And they are the only facts at all 
pertinent to the immediate issue. 
‘They are rather ugly, we grant, but 
they will become more unpleasant 
and onimous each day they are ig- 
nored. 

Nor will the people fail to hold to 
a rigid accounting those responsible 
for this reckless playing with the pub- 
lic safety and the deliberate jeopardiz- 
ing of public funds. 


The Southern Freight Terminal. 
‘the announcement made from the 


city hall that Mayor Woodward is 
ready and willing to sign the Nelson 
street contract will meet with uni- 
versal public approbation. 

Now that the local freight rate ques- 
tion has been practically settled and 
in a way that insures a savifig to At- 
lanta shippers and receivers of freight 
of practically a million dollars an- 
nually it would seem to be time for 
the city council to close up this im- 
portant matter which has been pend- 
ing for ::onths. 

‘The case of the new Southern rail- 
way freight terminal and the Nelson 
street viaduct ought to be regarded as 
pressing and worthy of prompt and 
jiberal treatment. For nearly a year 
it has hung fire in council and been 
amended out of all recognition of its 
original form, the petitioner meeting 
the new exactions of the city from 
session to session, until, by this time, 
it would appear that the measure was 
ready for final action. 

In matters of this kind it generally 
requires some delay to obtain the best 
terms possible for the public interest, 
tut having fixed the terms to the 
city’s manifest advantage, the matter 
should not hang fire longer on mere 
quibbles. The petitioner is entitled 
to a decisive answer in order that its 
valuable and extensive improvements, 
virtually held up by the procrastina 
tion, can be pushed to completion. 

The work the Southern railway has 
under way for the purpose of im. 
proving its freight handling facilities 
lu Atlanta is of great importance to 
the city. When completed, the new 
freight depot and enlarged track fa- 
cilities in the heart of the city will 
Save the merchants and manufactur- 
ers of the city many thousands of 
dollars annually-in lost time and dray- 
age. Nor this alone. The Southern 
railway, in consideration of the priv- 
ilege to temporarily close Nelson 
street, obligates itself to replace the 
present Nelson street bridge, without 
a cent of expense to the municipality, 
with a handsome and more extensive 
structure, reaching to Madison ave- 
nue, and to save the city the future 
expense of maintaining the new via- 
duct. This would seem to be a goud 


point of municipal economy, and not | 
in the nature of a favor to the rail- | 
road.

The British in Tibet. 

Lhe publication of the correspond- 
ence between the British government 
and the government of India bearing 
upon the expedition of Colonel Young- 
husband to Tibet, and the treaty which 
that officer negotiated with the 
Tibetan authorities, furnishes a highly 
interesting chapter in contemporary 
history. 

When the facts concerning the 
Younghusband treaty became known, 
there came an outburst of criticism 
from other nations. It was charged, 
and on the surface there was every | 
reason to sustain the charge, that this 
tibetan episode was but another in 
stance of British greed; that while 
professing to the contrary, it was evi- 
dent Great Britain had no other idea 
than to secure an absolute control 
Over the land of mystery; that, in 
short, the British “game” was the 
same old and familiar one of grabbing 
land. 

It now develops, however, that what 
Colonel Younghusband did was not 
cDly not sanctioned by the British au- 
thorities, but was done in the face of 
specific instructions to the contrary, 
and steps were immediately taken to 
correct the wrong. | 

The policy of Great Britain, instead | 
}Of being to secure Tibet, was to’ 
Sterilize that land politically, which | 
means that none of the foreign pow- | 
ers, including Great Britain itself, was | 
to occupy the country or interfere 
with its internal affairs. 

The India government, under which 
Colonel Younghusband was acting, 
was specifically instructed on all these 
points; and yet when the treaty came, 
it was found that officer, under the 
theory that the emergency was one 
calling for extreme action, had de- 
manded and obtained sanction for the 
establishment of a British resident at 
Lbasa and had demanded an indem- 
nity which would have involved Brit- 
ish occupation of the Chumbi valley 
for seventy-five years.

This hecés- 
Sitated a general approval of the 
treaty by the home government, but 
the secretary for India condemned 
these sections as in defiance of ex- 
press instructions, saying: “The gov- 
ernment cannot accept a situation cre- 
ated by its representatives in disobe- 
dience of instructions.” Subsequently 
the treaty was changed in conformity 
with the instructions from London. 

This result not only serves to sat- 
isfy the criticisms of the outside 
world, but it is particularly interest- 
ing in throwing light upon the future 
status of Tibet. Having in this way 
refused to take over the country when 
its control was within her easy grasp, 
Great Britain will hold a very strong 
moral position should it. ever become 
necessary for her to warn Russia 
against encroachments in that par- 
ticular connection. Russia has long 
looked with envious eyes upon Tibet, 
not because of any value intrinsic in 
the land itself, but because possession 
of it would put her in closer touch 
with the borderland of India. The 
action Of the British government 
means that Tibet shall forever main- 
tain her position of a buffer against 
encroachment upon India; and so long 
as she is, there can be no substance 
to the Russian dream of wresting that 
valued possession from Great Britain’s 
grasp. 

However, since her experiences 
with Japan, there is mighty little of 
that dream left to Russia and with 
the stern realities now besetting her, 
it will be a very long time before she 
has time for pleasant dreams.
